CONSUMER SPENDING DIPS 


While retail sales in the early part 
of June were below the level of 1951, 
consumer spending continued to be 
above that in the pre-Korea period 
In 1950. 

i.xpenditures for household durables 


rose moderately with the suspension of 


credit controls by the Federal Reserve 
Board. New and used car sales rose, 
as is usual at this time of year. 
Volume in apparel was lower than a 
year ago and a month ago. Cold 
weather in some areas throughout the 
month of May was thought to have dis- 
couraged an over-all rise in the buying 
of Summer apparel. 
The 
black market in potatoes virtually dis- 
appeared following the lifting OPS 
ceilings; heavier shipments were ef- 
tected almost immediately. 


Food sales remained steady. 


Total consumer spending in May de- 
clined 3 per cent according to the Dun’s 
Review Regional Trade Barometer. 
The preliminary barometer at 331.1 
was 1 per cent below May 1952. 

Votal retail sales in May, after allow- 
ance for seasonal variation, were esti 
mated at $13.0 billion. This was 2 per 
cent above April and 5 per cent above 
a year ago. 

The final barometer for April 1952 
was 342.4. This was 4 per cent above 
a year ago and a month ago. The most 
substantial increases over a year ago 
were registered by Northern New Jer- 
sey (5) up 15.0 per cent and Atlanta 
and Birmingham (20) up 12.7 per cent. 

Largely as a result of flood conditions 
in that area, the barometer for lowa and 
Nebraska (15) declined 9.0 per cent 
from a year ago. 

Month-to-month changes ranged 
trom an increase of 18.9 per cent in 
North and South Carolina (19) to a 
decline of 10.2 per cent in the Memphis 
The Texas region (24) 
had the highest barometer, 498.5; the 
Northern New Jersey region (5) had 
the lowest barometer 247.5.
